SOME RHODES STORIES 


CRAITS OF THE GREAT SOUTH 
AFRICAN PIONEER. 


Barney Barnato Was the Napoleon 
and hlhodes the Wellington of the 
Diamond Fields In 1874—How the 
Founder of Rhodesia Bought a 
Pump Under Difficulties—Had Ne 
Hesitation In Changing His Views. 


In the diamond fields young Barney 
Barnato (real name Barnett Isaacs) 
and young Cecil Rhodes were recog- 
nized in 1874 as the two ablest specu- 
lators.

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WHEAT IN AUSTRALIA. 


Once Desert Land Is Producing First 
: Class. Grain. 

Australia is rapidly becoming one 
of the wheat countries of the world, 
and as there is a prospect of wheay 

tices remaining at a fairly high 
evel for some time, and as wheat 
Growing is one of the easiest and sim. 
plest forms of agriculture it offers an 
exceptional opportunity to immi 
grants with a little money\and ex- 
perience. The chief wheat dreas oi 
Australia at present. are in New, 
South Wales, the Mallee country of 
Victoria and South Australia, and the 
lightly bushed country of West Aus- 
tralia, all areas with slight rainfall, 
as they should be, for wheat is hot 
the cereal for high class land, but for 
the arid and semi-atid areas. 

The great advantage of Australia as 
a wheat grower is the low cost of pra- 
duction, while the drawbacks are bot 
occasional drought, and the defect o: 
eystam in the methodiof marketing 
the produce. In most of the wheat 
growing areas success depends on 
tne skill which the farmer can display 
in conserving the rainfall by means 
of fallowing, and, what is now called 
“dry farming.” Fallowing, however 
means the loss of a crop during at 
least one year, and,. therefore, “dry 
past Tequires a large area of 
cheap land. 

The simplest and perhaps the most 
profitable system of wheat grow:.ng is 
that now practiced in the Mallee 
Scrub of Victoria and South Australia, 
The scrub is a small.bush-like tree, 
ct pai from four to sixteen or 
twenty feet high, growing on light 
sandy. soil in a tenor twelve inch 
rainfall, The Mallee was formerly 
useless even for sheep on account of 
the scarcity of grass, ard the hordes 
of dingos. Many sheepmen tried the 
Mallee country, and most of them 
have been beaten out. ‘It was found 
that the Mallee trees or bushes could 
be rolled down by heayy- rollers, us- 
ually old boilers, and ‘the crushed 
and flattened vegetation burned com- 
pletely off when dry. Hundreds of 
acres can be cleared in tiis way in 
a few months, the stumps and roots 
only yy left. A small quantity 
(about a bushel of seed is drilled in 
upon the ashes by a stump-jumping 
drill, and the thing is done. Next 
season it may be necessary to culti- 
vate the paddock before sowing, but 
ft need not be plowed. Three crops 
are sometimes grown before plowing. 
It is usual then to fallow the ground 
and temove some of the stumps which 
have been kicked out by implements. 
This is a Vandel of the stumps 
in the Mallee country. They are so 
shallow rooted that a blow from the 
plow or the dise of a cultivator will 
often draw them out, when they are 
og and make excellent fire- 


wood, : 

One drawback to the wheat region 
of any country is the intermittent 
nature of the labor required. It is 
only at harvest that extra harga are 
needed, and- though a proportionately 
greater number are required®on 
Canadian wheat farm, still even with 
the combined harvester, as tsed jb 
Australia in place of the bindeg, some 
extra men are necessary.’ Naturally 
ithe farmer prefers single men, as he 
usually has no provision for married 
couple, especially if they Have chi!- 
dren. This is unfortunate for: Aus- 
tralia’s sake, as they are. the best 
‘immigrants, and for want of accom- 
modation many of the ‘married who 
might be employed in the country 
all the year round are compelled.to

AN IMPORTANT DISCOVERY 


Skeleteon of An Ichthyosaurus Is 


Found in Alberta on Banks 
of the Red Deer

A QUAINT RAILROAD. 


Carillon-Grenville Line Is the Small- 
est In America. 


The Carillon-Grenville Railway of 
Canada (once called the Old Sykes 
|Line), operated in connection with the 
Ottawa River Navigation Co.’s boats 
jrunning between Montreal and Ot- 
tawa, according to recent press de- 
spatches, will soon lose its identity by 
being merged into the Canadian 
[Northern system, and_ will soon be- 
jcome part of the new Ottawa-to-Mont- 
jreal line which the C.N.R. is building 
via Hawkesbury. This quaint, inde- 
per dent public railway of broad-gauge 
and wood burners isthe smallest rail. 
way in America, and the old engine, 
“The Ottawa,” is also the oldest in 
America, and once had the honor of 


| 


driving the late King Edward, It was 
built fA Liverpool in 1849. Although 


still in good working order to-day, it 
is so great a curiosity that American 
and English locomotive builders and 
railway men have made special trips 
to see and ride on this quaint rail- 
way built of old Irish broad-gauge 
of five feet six inches and used as the 
connecting link around the rapids. 
There are thirteen miles of track in 
connection with this line, The road 
is a section only of one which was 
begun in 1857 and was to have been 
built from Montreal to Ottawa, but 
the only part completed by the build- 
er, Mr. William Sykes, the well- 
known engineer of that time, was 
that between Carillon and Grenville, 
which in 1863 was bought from Mr. 
Sykes by the Ottawa Kiver Naviga- 
tion Co, 

The old engine of the line presents 
a remarkable appearance to-day with 
the great breadth of beam necessitated 
by its broad-gauge and with its old- 
fashioned wood-burners and its smoke- 
stack somewhat unusual in shape. It 
has # cow-catcher on each side, which 
proclaims the fact that it can run as 
well backwards as forwards, and if 
you look at the rails you will see that 
they are made ‘U-shaped and of 
iron. Therefore there is little danger 
of the. engine running off the track 
even if the train does go at the rate of 
twenty-six miles an hour, A repre- 
sentative of the firm of locomotive 
builders who supplied it recently made 
a trip to Grenville in order to inspect 
it. There are also a few passenger 
and flat cars still in use by the com- 

any and second engine which was 
ought from the Grand Trunk Rail- 
way some forty years ago when the 
Grand Trunk discarded the broad- 
gauge of four feet eight and a half 
inches. ‘This old-timer also presents a 
‘remarkable appearance. But these 
joneer engines still in use will soon 
Be discarded, as the tracks will be 
rebuilt to standard gauge, and it has 
already been suggested that ‘The 
Ottawa” should be presented by the 
Hon. Senator Owens, the owner of the 
line, to the ‘Chateau de Ramezay,” 
in Montreal, Carillon, from which the 
quaint train starts, fs a delightful 
tiverside resort at the head of the 
Lake of Two Mountains, and is forty- 
five miles from Montreal. This 
charming little village, with its wide 
waters, hes the largest dam on the 
| continent, built by the Canadian Gov- 
| ernment at a cost of $1,350,000. It ia 
two thousand feet long and twelve 
feet high and was commenced in 1873 
and finished in 1881. 

At a half-yearly meeting of the 
stock-holders of the Champlain & 
| St. Lawrence Railroad in 1848, then 
| twelve years old, but the oldest rail- 
| way in Canada, a number of new 
rules, bylaws and regulations were 
adopted, which show that already the 
company had commenced to dictate 
to the public, and the public to en- 
croach upon the company. This was 
half a century before the creation of 
a Railway Commission. 

Several of these regulations are in- 
teresting as indicating the conditions 
of travel at that time. Passengers 
were required to procure tickets be- 
for the train started, and to occupy 
| places in the cars indicated by the 
tickets, under a penalty of ten shil- 
lings. The regulations go on to say: 
“No person allowed to go upon the 
locomotive or tender; no smoking al- 
lowed in the first-class cars; no per- 
ton allowed to go on top of the pas- 
senger cars; no dogs allowed in first- 
class cars.” The company refused 
responsibility for packages of bank 
notes placed in charge of its servanta, 
or for animals, glass, earthenware, 
stoves, marble in slabs or manufac- 
tured, and furniture, ‘‘which will be 
carried at the risk of the owner,”— 
H. Gerald Wade in The Globe.

DOGS AND THEIR NAMES. 


The Aristocratic Bulldog Was Once a 
Herder of Cattle, 


It is probable that few lovers of the 


most popular dog of to-day—the bull- 


dog—know when he obtained his 


name. He is called a “bull” for the 
Teason that formerly his services were 
qmplored in the driving of cattle. 
The dog was trained to meet the 
tushes of the bull by the simple ex- 
pedient of seizing his chargeby its 
most sensitive r-rt, the nose. 

The spaniel, formerly one of the 
most popular species of dogs, gets its 
name from Spain, from which countr: 
the first breeds were sent to Englan 
where for a long time they were called 
“Spanish dogs.’ 

ome have thought that the fox- 
terrier derived his name from the fox, 
by reason of his pointed fox-like muz- 
le, but, as a matter of fact, the dog 
was not so named on account of any 
fancied resemblance to Reynard. On 
the contrary, the fox-terrier is so nam- 
ed because, in the days when it was 
much larger in size and of greater 
strength than now, it was employed 
by English sportsmen to draw and kill 
the fox, being sent down into Rey- 
nard’s burrow for that purpose, 

Many of the species of hounds so 
popular to-day are survivors of the 
time when most hunting dogs were 
taught to “hound” game. Then dogs 
selected by reason of their superior 
speed and powers of endurance were 
chosen to accompany the hunting par- 
ties. Hounds were divided into two 
classes—those best qualified to follow 
the game by scent, and those capable 
of ashing the quarry a long distance 
away. All, however, were expected 
to unite in the running down of the 

uarry. And so it happens that, in 
the Teutonic languages, the name of 
“hound,’ or “hund,” as the Germans 
have it, was originally used to desig- 
nate all species of dogs, but came in 
time to be applied to hunting-dogs 
only. In later times there came s 
differentiation with pea taee to grey- 
hounds, rabbit-hounds, blood-hounds, 
deerhounds, ete. 

An interesting case in point is that 
of the German dashund, which means 
“badger-hound.” The firet dogs of this 


species were employed in the drawing | 


of badgers. 


A Brave Deed.

When he tried first to draw the 
bolt one of hia hands was cr! off by 
one of the enemy. Then he managed 
to unfasten the bolt with his other 
hand, which was subsequently nearly 
severed from the wrist.

d. L. Englehart Is an Apostle of Creed 
of Public Duty. 


The New Ontario fire disaster has 
enlarged the acquaintance of the pub- 
lic with one of the most noteworthy 
inen in the service of the people—Mr. 
J._L. Englehart. 

The Temiskaming & Northern On- 
tario Railway, running from North 
Bay to Cochrane, made New Ontario. 
It was conceived by Sir George W. 
Ross. His Government built most of 
it. Mr. Englehart is chairman of the 
commission which now operates it for 
the people. When news came of the 
big fire, the Government gave Mr. 
Englehart authority to act for it in 
the crisis. Mr. Englehart, from o- 
ronto, telephoned Supt. Black of the 
T. & N.O.: ‘Bee here, we have been 

laced in full charge of this affair. 

urn the whole force of the road on 
the job and do all you can to prevent 
suffering.” Then he got busy himself, 
arranging quickly for systematic, itn- 
mediate relief, and advising as to the 
distribution of the Toronto jund rais- 
ed for the sufferers. The sign put up 
at Englehart station reading: ‘No one 
heed pass by here hungry,” and sign- 
ed by the chief of the railroad, voices 
the sympathy and sense of his policy 
of relief. And it was a fine thing for 
the province that a man of Mr, Engle. 
hart’s size, in head and heart, was 
ready at hand when this emergency 
arose. 

Mr. Englehart was born in Cleve- 
land sixty-four years ago. Starting as 
an ordinary employe in an oil con- 
cern, he suon b-scame owner of a prus- 
perous oil business of his own. He 
‘came to Canada in 1870, when he was 
twenty-three, duing business at Lon- 
don and Harnilton. In 1881 he went 
to Petrolea to operate the Imperial 
Oil Co., in which his former interests 
were incorporated; and he is still vice- 
president of that concern. A good oil 
man has to be something of a railroad 
man as well. Mr. Englehart is. So 
when the Whitney Government was 
forming a new T. & N. O. Commia- 
sion to succeed the Ross commission, 
Mr. Englehart was asked to go on the 
voard. He had become a British sub- 
ject, also a Conservative, and with a 
large fortune made, he felt there was 
more in life than piling up more 
money. So he accepted Mr, Whitney's 
offer, and later became chairman of 
the commission. 

When he left Petrolea, he presented 
the town with his fine home, sur- 
rounded by thirty-five acres of beau- 
tiful landscape gardens, as a park and 
hospital. To him the salary of $5,000 
he receives as chairman of the T. & 
N.O. Commission is a small matter. 
He serves the publie because he 
thinks the work is useful—reaily 
worth while, ‘Iney say he knows 
every spike in the road. Certainly he 
knows all the men working on it, and 
whenever an employe makes a good 
showing he receives a cordial letter 
from Mr, Englehart telling him his 
work has been appreciated. The com- 
bination of competence and generos- 
ity shown in his grasp of the fire 
disaster is shown in everything he 
does.

Mr. Edward M. Macdonald, K.C., 
M.P., of Pictou, Nova Scotia, who is 
expected to succeed Sir Frederick Bor- 
den as Minister of Militia, is one of 
the leading lawyers of the Maritime 
Provinces, and has been in politics 
for many years.

For 
years he has been stzung and influ- 
ential as a public mar, and as a law- 
yer has formed most igportant con- 
nections, One of his vlients is the 
Dominion Coal Co., which he repre- 
sented in its big fight with Dominion 
Steel. He has also represented the 
Province of Nova Scotia in important 
Ccasus, 

Mr. Macdonald is a c\ear reasouer 
and a atrong debater, aud his services 
in the House are much valued by the 
Prime Minister.--Toronw Star Weekly

| Tha Greatest Structure gf Its Kind tn 
the World. 

Mensured by the combined length 
and capneity of its five main spans, the 
Queensboro bridge, across the East 
river from Tifty-niuth street, New 
York, to. Ravenswood, Queens, is the 
greatest bridge in the world, Includ- 
ing approaches, {ts total length fs 8,600 
fevt, Width 86 feet and greatest height 
over 800 feet above the water, It 
crosses from shore to shore, 135 feet 
above the river, with three enormous 
spins of 1,182 feet, G80 feet and US4 
fect, the middle one reaching across 
the full width of Blackwell's island, 
Besides these there are two more great 
“anchor” spans, one at each end, whol- 
ly over dry Jand, with a length of 
8,724 feet for the five, which together 
contain over 105,000,000 pounds of 
steel, No other spans in this country, 
except suspension bridges, approach 
the longest of these, and the only 
trussed span in the world which ex- 
cecds {it is the Forth bridge, which, 
although 1,710 fect long, has a capacl- 
ty for only two raflroad tracks, less 
than one-third of this, ‘here are two 
decks, the lower carrying a wide drive- 
way and four electric car tracks and 
the upper one two sidewalks and two 
elevated rallrond tracks and baying in 
all an estimated capacity of 200,000,-

burg. where he spent his life as a 


; teacher of great power and as a pro-

ific writer, was an Instance of the 
genuine mathematician endowed with 
almost superhuman powers. He left 
more than 200 manuscript treatises on 
his favorite subject, and the bulk of 
the works published by his academy 
between 1727 and 1783 were from his 
pen. In his old age he was totally 
blind. Then he carried tn bis memory 
o table of the first six powers of the 
“series of natural numbers up to 100.” 
It is related that on one occasion 
two of Euler's students attempted to 
cpleulate n converging series. As they 
advanced they found they disagreed 
fr the result by a unit in the fifteenth 
fyure. The question was referred to 
Saler, who decided to make the calcu- 
laties. He did this mentally, aud his 
resuit was found to be correct.
